done with ſeveral Marks) the Premium of ſuch Policy is not to be lefs-in the Whole than 
2 3. 6d. for every Brick Houſe, and 8 s. for every Timber or Thatched-Houſe, but Coods 
and Out-houſes may be included in ſuch Aſſurances for the aforeſaid Premium: Provided 
always (as in the Propoſals is preſcribed) that no Aſſurance be granted on Building aud

8. No Aſſurance of Houſes or Goods from Fire, made with any Society not eſtabliſhed by 
Royal Charter, will be allowed of, or Endorſed on any Policy granted by . 
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. No Aſſurance made elſewhere on any Buildirg or Goods already Aſſured, or to be Aſſured 
by this Corporation, will be allow'd of, or ſpecify'd on the Back of the Policy, unleſs the 
Aſſared pay the ſame Premiun: per Cent. for the Sum Aſſured, as muſt have been paid for 
the ſame in caſe the whole had been Aſſured by this Corporation. | 

10. No more than 5000 J. is to be Aſſured by this Corporation on ary one Houſe, being rhe 
Seat of any Nobleman or Gentleman; 

11. Nor more than Two thirds of the Value of ſach Houſe is to be Aſſured, if the Sum or 
Sums to be Aſſured thereon, ſhall exceed 30 0. | 

12. When more than 3cool. is Afured by this Corporation, on any one Building, a Clauſe 
for Average is to be inſerted in the Policy. | 

13. No more than 20001, is to be Aſſured by this Corporation, on any one Timber-Building, 
nor more than 2000 J. on Hazardous Gnods in any Timber-Buildings, or on any Goods in 
Hazardous Timber-Buildings, or on any Thatched-Building, and therein. 

14 In all Aſſurances to Sugar-Rakers, a Clauſe for Average is to be inferted in the Policy, 
and the Aſſured ate to run One fourth Part of the Riſque. | 

15- No Policies, wherein the Corporation have the Option of taking or refuſing the Premi- 
um, ire to be continued, unleſs the Aſſured pay a Premium according to the Rates hereto 
ä ee: and in the printed Propoſals of the Date before-

16. You are to number Recommendations, and to keep a Regiſter of the Perſons Names, 
and of the Sums Aﬀſured, 1 with the teſpective Numbers of the Policies; 

17- And as the annual Premiums thereon become due, you are to receive the ſame, giving 
Advice to the Office of the Receipts thereof, and of fuch Policies whereof the Premiums 
ace diſcontinued to be paid; and you are to adjuſt with the Company every Year, or oft- 
ner if thereto required. |
